DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 18-19, 22-23, and 26-27 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Amended claims 18, 22, and 26 include structures which are neither anticipated by, nor 
obvious over, Tamai et al, Nagyszalanczy, Wikdahl, and Graff. Claim 19 depends on 
claim 18 and hence is also allowed. Claim 23 depends on claim 22 and hence is also 
allowed. Claim 27 depends on claim 26 and hence is also allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
